MARINES RENEW FIRING 
... Truce Ends; US. Shell Falls On Viet Village 


Saigon, Viet Nam UR—U.S. 


Marine artillery blasted Viet 
Cong positions one minute af- 
ter the allies' lunar new year 
cease-fire ended Sunday b u t 
one round fell short, killing 
two Vietnamese women and a 
child. T w o other civilians 
were wounded. 


The wayward shell fell In 


the village of Le Son, f i v e 
miles south of Da Nang where 
a Marine pacification pro- 
gram has been under way to 
win the civilians over to the 
allied cause. In the s a m e 
area, a Vietnamese youth 
cadre leader active In the 
pacification work was slain 
by a Viet Cong assassin team, 
officials reported. 


B52s from Guam also sig- 


naled the end of the cease- 
fire with two overnight raids, 
a U.S. spokesman said. They 
struck near the Cambodian 
border northwest of Saigon 
and on the south China Sea 
coast east of the capital. 


There was no resumption of 


U.S. b o m b i n g attacks on 
North Viet Nam. In Washing- 
ton, U.S. Secretary of State 


Dean Rusk said a decision is 
yet to be made on whether to 
end the 31-day lull in the air 
strikes. 


The allied cease-fire t o o k 


effect at noon Thursday (10 
a.m. CST., Wednesday) a n d 
ended Sunday at 6 p.m. (4 
a.m., CST). The communist 
truce went into effect at 1 
a.m. Thursday (11 a.m. CST 
Wednesday) and ended at 1 
a.m. Monday (11 a.m. CST 
Sunday).

Birmingham, Ala. (UPI) — 


Hosea Williams, a top aide in 
Dr. Martin 
Luther 
King's 


Southern Christian 
Leader- 


ship Conference (SCLC) who 
was arrested for drunk and 
reckless driving,. denied the 
charge Sunday and leveled 
one of his own — "police 
brutality." 


"They (police) are a bunch 


of lying, thieving Negro 
haters," Williams said in a 
news release a few hours 
after his arrest. 


The 
42-year-old 
Williams 


was arrested at 3:15 a.m. and 
charged with running a red- 
light and driving under the 
influence of alcohol. 


Williams posted $300 bond 


and was released about three 
hours later. He was to appear 
in traffic court here Monday 
at 7:30 p.m. 


"That 
lying policeman 


knows I had not had a drop 
to drink," Williams said in 
the statement. 


According to Williams a 


policeman on a motorcycle 
followed him after he turned 
a corner. He said he showed 
his drivers license. 


"As soon as he looked at 


the name he turned and said 
very sarcastically, so you're 
the nigger that is going to 
put black faces in the police 
suits." Williams said. 


Williams said he told the 


arresting officer, William A. 
Evans, "You're dead right, 
baby, and then I won't be 
afraid when that Negro po- 
liceman stops me as I am 
when you stop me." 


In charge of the SCLC's 


voter division, Williams led 
numerous street demonstra- 
tions here this month. Among 
his complaints was the lack 
of Negroes on the local police 
force. 


Tremor Hits N. Mexico 


. . . LEAVING CRACKED WALLS, WINDOWS 


Dulce, N.M. IM—A frighten- 


ing earth tremor struck this 
small northern New Mexico 
community and the surround- 
ing region, leaving cracked 
walls, shattered windows and 
shaken foundations. 


Authorities checking dam- 


age Sunday found it general- 
ly light but widespread. The 
shock was felt in two N e w 
Mexico counties and in Colo- 
rado. 


Indications were that the 


tremor Saturday night was 
the strongest on record for 
the area, but no serious in- 
juries were reported. 


Aftershocks 
c o n t i n u e d 


throughout S u n d a y . Prof. 
Maurice Major of Colorado 
School of Mines said instru- 
ments recorded a shock late 
Sunday which had a magni- 
tude of about four on the 
Richter scale, which would 
be considered moderate. He 
said at least seven events 
have been recorded in the 
past 24 hours. 


Some Dulcc residents said 


they believed the latest shock 
was the most severe since the 
first tremor, but no additional 
damage was reported. 


Effects Saturday night were 


more widespread. 


Far West 


Tremors were felt as f a r 


west as Farmington, which is 
near the Arizona border. Res- 
idents of P a g o s a Springs 
Colo., reported that items fel 
off shelves. 


A Catholic priest, the Rev 


Father V a r i n Slackey of 
Dulce, said he prayed when 
the tremor struck. 


"I was scared," he said. "I 


sat here. I thought my whole 
house was going to cave in on 
me. I put my hands over my 
head and prayed . . . it must 
have lasted 30 seconds." 


"It sounded like a herd of 


wild horses running across 
the roof," said Joe Brooks, 
owner of a grocery store. 


Facing North 


Canned goods in the store 


on a shelf facing north were 
thrown to the floor by t h e 
shock. Across the aisle, cans 
on the opposite shelf stood 
untouched. 


Seventeen Indian girls were

evacuated from two dormi- 
tory buildings at the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs school when 
plaster fell from the walls.

for structural damage. 


Most of Dulce's 1,500 popu- 


lation are Apache Indians and 
Bureau of Indian Affairs per- 
sonnel. 


State police officer Robert 


Goke of Dulce said porches 
were m o v e d back 
from 


houses, water pipes broken, 
fire places cracked in h a 1 f, 
foundations broken, w a l l s 
cracked and doors of stoves 
a n d 
refrigerators 
thrown 


open. 


Father Varin reported that 


one-fourth of the roof of h i s 
church in Dulce 
collapsed. 


Plaster fell off the roof at the 
parish church in Lumberton. 
A six-foot crucifix was brok- 
en. 


Frank Francesco closed the 


bar-package store-complex he 
operates after bottles a n d 
glasses were tumbled. He 
estimated damage at about 
$1,000. 


Sam Hilliard, 
administra- 


tive assistant to the Jicarilla 
Apache Indian tribe which is 
headquartered in Dulce, said 
electric power and telephone 
service w e r e

briefly in some areas. He 
said a 12-by 30-foot glass win- 
dow at a Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs power plant was shat- 
tered. 


"It appeared to be an ex- 


plosion from a water or gas 
heater," Hilliard said. "Then 
I thought immediately it was 
an earthquake."

The Vietnamese spokesman 


said government troops re- 
ported 21 overnight brushes 
with the Viet Cong.

Capt. Norris 
Olson, 29, 01 Brocket, N.D., a 
pilot, and Capt. Hugh David- 
son, 28, of El Paso, Tex., said 
55 structures were destroyed 
and 59 were damaged in the 
attack.

blocking highways with high 
tension lines a n d causing 
blackouts in many communi- 
ties. W i n d severed power 
lines in the Newark, N.J., 
area, leaving 2,000 persons 
without power for an h o u r . 
Power failures were reported 
In the New- York City bor- 
oughs of Staten Island. Brook- 
lyn and (Jueens. 


Buffalo, N.Y., collected 17% 


aches of snow in 24 hours, the 
heaviest 
one-day 
January 


snowfall on record In the city, 
breaking a mark set 64 years 
ago. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau 


said the snow was falling "at 


nearly unbelievable rate" 


n many areas of the north- 
east. Watcrtown, N.Y., got 15 
nches of snow In six hours, 
lochester, N.Y., measured 
seven inches in six morning 
hours, bringing its total on the 
[round to 20 inches. S o m e 
tuffalo suburbs reported more 
than 2 feet of snow. 


Bradford, Pa., and W e s t 


Virginia's Marshall County 
reported 18 inches of s n o w. 
Western Maryland had more 
than a foot of snow. Marietta, 
Ohio, measured 13 inches. 


T h e snow belt extended 


westward to Indiana and Ken- 
tucky where Ohio River towns 
reported 6 Inches and south- 
ward to the Tennessee-Vir- 
ginia border, where up to a 
foot of snow fell.

Sunday he is having his blue- 
ribbon tax study committee 
make "a study in depth of the 
Nebraska tax situation prior 
to the next legislative session 
with 
specific recommenda- 


tions for a comprehensive tax 
policy." 


Morrison s a I d the commit- 


tee report would be handed to 
the 1967 Legislature along 
with his recommendations and 
comments. 


Prompting this action, Mor- 


rison said, is this anticipation 
that the Nebraska voters will 
repeal both the state income 
tax law and the state property 
tax. 


'This can set the stage for 


the most important legislative 
session in the state's history," 
he said, "and force the Legis- 
lature to realistically come to 
grips with Nebraska's t a x 
problems." 


Success Seen 


The income tax referendum 


will appear on the November 
ballot unless barred by court 
action. The governor antici- 
pates the Nebraska Farm 
Bureau Federation's initiative 
petition drive to put the prop- 
erty tax repeal on the ballot 
'will be successful." 
The governor's 
tax study 


committee is headed by State 
fax Commissioner G e o r g e 
Dworak. Other members are 
_eo A. Daly, Robert Garrity, 
A. F. Jacobsen of Omaha, 
Varren Johnson of Lincoln, 
Vince Rossiter of Hartington, 
lerbert Hughes of Imperial, 
Bern Coulter of Bridgeport 
and Richard S h o r t of Hast- 
ngs. 


Morrison emphasized t h a t 


Nebraska must develop "an 
over-all, comprehensive tax 
system," and stop using the 
'piece-meal approach for Its 
revenue needs." 


"Nebraska r a n k s 
48th 


among the states in s t a t e 
spending per capita, 50th in 
the total tax dollar for support 
of state government and ser- 
vices," he said. (Nebraska 
ranks 25th In per capita In- 
come.) 


"No one is going to cut state 


expenditures," he continued, 
"because we're right on the 
bottom of the barrel now."

"must afford some leadership 
in solving the tax problems," 
the governor said, "the ulti- 
mate responsibility rests on 
the citizen in determining how 
he wants to pay for the ser- 
vices and facilities for which 
he has contracted." 


Morrison noted the budget 


and tax program he recom- 
mended to the 1965 Legislature 
would have utilized "an in- 
crease in excise taxes and 
rendered 
unnecessary a n y 


increase in the state property 
tax." 


"Instead," 
he continued, 


the Legislature adopted lim- 


ited excise taxes, enacted an 
income tax, and Increased the 
state property tax. 


"Local tax units are in- 


creasing 
the property 
tax 


while the property base is 
receding in many localities," 
he said. "These areas aren't 
going to get property t a x 
relief until some kind of state

He said part of the t a x 


squeeze stems from Nebras- 
ka's prohibition against state 
indebtedness (Nebraska is one 
of 16 states with no bonded 
indebtedness) and the rising 
costs for all 
governmental 


services, ranging from schools 
to county bridge planks. 


Morrison noted that Nebras- 


ka's neighboring states of 
Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, and 
Wyoming all 


have property taxes "almost 
as big as Nebraska." 


Additionally, he pointed out, 


five of these states also have 
both state income and s a l e s 
taxes and two have either a 
sales or income tax. 


"Thus, the total expendi- 


tures for state and local gov- 
ernment in Nebraska are far 
below our s u r r o u n d i n g 
states," he added. 


Morrison suggested the vil- 


lain in Nebraska's tax prob- 
lem is not the spending, but 
the distribution of the burden. 


Never Perfect 


"No tax system can be per- 


fect, but government m u s t 
strive to develop the m o s t 
equitable one possible," he 
said. 


This, he indicated, is the 


objective of the task he is 
assigning to his nine-member 
tax study committee.

The evaluation of the pre- 
served end product will be ob- 
served and compared, both in 
the laboratory and by means 
of beef and dairy cattle. Sev- 
eral y e a r s of results are 
needed before definite conclu- 
sions can be drawn. 


With allocated funds from 


the Nebraska Water Resource 
Research Institute, an Evapo- 


Sahs 


transpiration research project 
will be installed at Mead. The 
project, under the direction of 
N. J. Rosenberg, associate 
professor of agricultural cli- 
matology, is aimed at gath- 
ering information that will 
lead to a better and more ef- 
ficient utilization of available 
agricultural water resources. 
Because the Mead Lab is a 
University facility, it is ex- 
pected that additional utiliza- 
tion cf findings by scientists, 
in associated hydrologic re- 
search, will occur as the proj- 
ect develops. 


T h e 
Evapotranspiration 


project involves the purchase 
of two large weighing lysime- 
ters as well as associated data 
recording systems and me- 
teorological instrumentation. 
The construction of a small 
laboratory and development 
of a properly leveled and ex- 
posed irrigated field at Mead 
arc also included with the 
funds. 


Lysimcters make possibl 


the direct measurement o 
evaporation f r o m bare soil 
and free water as well asjh 
transpiration from crops' o 
different types (evapotrans 
plration). T h e instruments 
hold a large mass of soil on 
which crops can be grown un 
der normal agricultural prac 
Uces then precisely weighed 
All changes in weight in these 
systems arc due to the loss p 
water by evaporation or gain 
In water by precipitation or 
dew deposition. 


Although the station will be 


assembled during the spring 
and summer of 1966, a pro 
gram of meteorological ob 
scrvatlons will net begin un 
til 1967. During the first year 
simple measurements of dally 
and hourly rates cf water use 
by crops will be made so as 
to make reliable estimates 
available to planners. The ad- 
vanced meteorological obscr 
vations will test meteorologi- 
cal theories proposed for esti- 
mation of cvapctranspiration 
against an accurate measure- 
ment of t h e (rue evapo- 
transpiration. 


Other experiments planned 


at Mead by the Department 
of Horticulture and Forestry 
include research to test the 
efficacy of soil treatments for 
evaporation suppression, foli- 
ar sprays for stomatal regu- 
ation and vegetative wind- 
breaks for plant protection 
a n d 
reduction 
of evapo- 


ranspiration. 


Experimental Work 


The experimental work at 
he Field Laboratory for the 
Department of Animal Sci- 
;nce primarily involves fac- 
ors influencing beef cattle 
production. One of the beef 
cattle nutrition studies to be 
conducted at the Field Labor- 
atory concerns the influence 


f a combination of stilbestrol 
vhen given as an implant or 
o r a l l y on performance of 
steers. 


The basic objective of the 


feedlot research is to study 
problems of feeding cattle un- 
der conditions more closely 
simulating 
commercial or 


farm feedlot conditions. 


The second area of study at 


the Field Laboratory con- 
cerns the influence of meth- 
ods of wintering upon the 
performance of both fall and 
spring calving cows. The 
comparison will be made on 
the relative performance of 
cows grazing corn stalks as 
compared to pasture or hay 
feeding. 


The summer program for 


1966 with calves will study the 
influence of different systems 
of cattle management upon 
the performance of steers on 
brome-alfalfa and warm sea- 
son pastures. 


A major move will be the 


shift of the University dairy 
herd from the East Campus 
in Lincoln to the new Dairy 
Science complex. This well 
planned modern installation 


will permit the consolidation 
of Nebraska's 
Experiment 


Station dairy research. It in- 
cludes a lactorlum (milking 
parlor) sufficiently large to 
handle the Experiment Sta- 
tion's research and demon- 
stration needs f o r the next 
twenty years. 


Observe Operation 


An attractive feature is the 


observation d e c k enabling

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Reasoning Not The Best

Anyone who heard the President's State 


of the Union message knows what he said 
but has anyone thought of what he didn't 
say? He didn't say anything about spare, 
for instance, about parks and recreation, 
about highway construction funding or about 
the draft The latter is particularly perti- 
nent at this time since the armed forces of 
the United States arc being strengthened. 


The great debate on the draft is cen- 


tered on the matter of justice. Editorial Re- 


search Reports notes, 
f o r instance, that "it 
would seem to be in 
the order of things that 
graduating c o l l e g e 


football stars go on active military duty 
before turning professional. But such is rare- 
ly the case. While still in college, many of 
the players marry and have children- 
grounds for deferral at present—and others 
join 'reserve' military units. Some of these 
units, as Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Hershcy recently pointed out, 'aren't do- 
ing any tiling.' A case can be made for de- 
ferring professional athletes, whose youth- 
ful days of wine and roses are definitely 
numbered..." 


One wonders bow the American people 


can accept such a system as the draft with 
never a complaint. There is something ba- 
sically wrong with a draft system that se- 
lects men for the military on any basis 
other than the national interest. It is not in 
the national interest that we have top-flight 
professional football players, despite the 
popularity of the sport. 


If the matter of professional football 


players is simply a by-product of a system 
that is fundamentally right, then we have 
gotten off on the wrong track in our de- 
tails. The deferment of students in college 
we can understand to some degree but not 
totally. 


* 
Certainly, it is in the national interest 


for as many young men of the nation as 
possible to obtain a college degree. A great 
deal of our future will depend upon the 
collective brain-power of the nation and 
that power will be in direct proportion to 
the extent of academic achievement by our 
young people. Still, the past has proven to 
us that an education can be obtained after 
military service as well as prior to it. In 
fact, some of this experience indicates that 
we could be better off with a more mature 
college group. Many educators feel that the 
veterans of World War II and the Korean 
War were the best students our educational 
system ever had. It proved something else, 


too. that Is likely to be shown again in the 
future. 


A GI bill for the veterans of Viet Nam 


could be the next thing to come along. Thus, 
these veterans would be flocking Into our 
institutions of higher learning in the years 
ahead. Some would fail but many would 
succeed, grounds for questioning the wis- 
dom of our current attitude. Are we now 
exempting strictly on the basis of educa- 
tion or on the basis of ability to obtain 
an education'' If a man can return from 
war and 
succeed in college, "ould lie 


not have done so to begin with? We won- 
der just how equitable it really is to exempt 
college students at all rather than taking 
all comers of age and letting them defer 
their education until their military commit- 
ment has been satisfied. 


The situation becomes even more ques- 


tionable when we begin to think of drafting 
those in the lower one-fourth of their col- 
lege class, a suggestion made by Mr. Her- 
shcy. When it comes to serving the nation, 
we fail to see why it should be done by :he 
barely passing student any more than by the 
straight-A student. 


Also open to examination is the 1-Y 


classification and exemption for those who 
fail to pass the Army's mental tests. Such 
is the position in which heavyweight box- 
ing champion Casslus Clay finds himself. 
"I just wasn't good at all them triangles 
and things." Clay explains. 


Somehow or other, it just isn't plausible 


that the heavyweight champion of 
the 


world is unqualified to 
serve in the military 
service. Clay himself 
counters that he has a 
lot of common sense. 


If he would not be an asset in the field of 
battle, we don't know who would but he is 
still exempt. The entire selective service 
system is said to be shot through with ex- 
ceptions, exemptions, procedures and ap- 
I-., caches that make it a patch quilt of law. 
Editorial Research Reports says, with some 
sarcasm undoubtedly intended, "only a na- 
tion as rich in manpower as the United 
States can have its guns and its athletes, 
too." 


Is it because we are so rich or so mis- 


guided that we have both? And when you 
talk about manpower, how rich are we with 
our 196 million people as opposed to the 700 
million of Red China? We are not nearly so 
rich as we might think and maybe not near- 
ly so smart. Some draft injustices may be 
difficult to correct, but should we not even 
make the effort?

Russia has committed itself to a world 


meeting of communist nations. 


This has gone on periodically since 


communism became a form of government 
Its purpose is to unify the attitudes and 
objectives of all communists. 


One doubts that the projected confer- 


ence comes about and, though Russia has 
committed itself, that it will attend. 


Russia is currently at grips with Red 


China. A conference would not unify them. 
It could more easily complete the break. 
And who wants that sort of a meeting? It 
would only prove the nonsense of the con-' 
fcrence. 


The conflict between China and Russia 


is not communist. It is national interest 
fought in the language of communism. It 
is just as difficult for soveriegn communist 
nations to agree on all points as it is for any 


other type of nation. The only peaceful ac- 
quicsce'nce the Russians can have in mind 
is acquiescence to Russian thinking and to 
Russian interest. And that isn't about to be. 


The great Russian mistake has been in 


believing that it can rule the world if the 
world becomes communist. No political 
ideology can do this. Russia has already 
lost its case. 


Actually today it is getting along better, 


though distastefully, 
with the capitalist 


West. It may, in the end, find a greater 
comfort in association with its self-declared 
enemies than with its communist friends. 


We do not have to worry about this 


conference. Our greater worry is about 
the sort of a mind that professes to believe 
in it. Such a mind can be wrong in any 
number of ways. 


Morrison At Crossroads 


Uncertainty still pervades tiic political 


arena as a result of Gov. Frank Morrison's 
unknown future plans. It is believed that 
the'governor himself has not yet decided 
whether to seek another term in the State- 
bouse or run for the Senate against in- 
cumbent GOP Sen. Carl T. Curtis. 


From the point of view of the Demo- 


cratic party and the state of Nebraska, 
Morrison would be best advised to seek 
the Senate post. The party would face a risk 
in the proposition but risk is the thing that 
politics is made of. 


Such a step by the governor would open 


the Statehouse race to other promising Dem- 
ocrats. They would then be running against 
no Incumbent and this is about as much as 
they can hope for. Top Democratic candi- 
date at the moment is Lt. Gov. Philip Sor- 
ensen will) a base of operations that may or 
may not be as advantageous four years 


from now as it is today. 


Morrison, of course, would be a strong 


Senate contender, giving the Democrats a 
chance to pick off an office they have not 
enjoyed for many years. The party would 
then be making its strongest bid ever for 
the Senate, House and the governorship. 


The risk is that Morrison is considered 


more sure of victory in the gubernatorial 
race than in a Senate contest with Curtis, 
realizing that there is no such thing as a 
cinch in politics. Philosophically, Morrison 
if successful in a Senate bid could add to 
that chamber from Nebraska a voice that is 
in tune with the national administration and 
the concepts of human progress that mark 
our times. 


Benefit to Nebraska would undoubtedly 


accrue as a result of this. None, of course, 
will find personal fault with the governor 
in whatever choice he makes.

Russell Long, who in Harry 
Byrd's place as Senate Fi- 
nance Chairman has sent a 
shiver up Wall Street, is de- 
termined to use his formid- 
able new powers to help the 
"little fellow." 


Long has confided to inti- 


mates that he will battle to 
bring down interest rates, 
drug prices and inequitable 
taxes, w h i c h hit lower-in- 
come families in the pocket- 
book.

There is no reason why we didn't do it 


long ago. But still it was unexpected. 


Building is beginning to go underground. 
Fear of the bomb didn't do it Rather 


it was the scarcity of above ground loca- 
tions plus escape from distracting sights 
and sounds on the surface. 
• 
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The University of Illinois is engaged in 
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building a two story library underground. 
So is Hendrix College in Arkansas, accord- 
ing to the Wall Street Journal. 


A New Jersey architect is presiding 


over the construction of an underground of- 
fice building. A builder in Texas is plan- 
ning an underground restaurant. 


And to cap things off, Las Vegas is 


boasting of the first underground suburb. 
Work there has started on the addition 
planned for 150 homes. 


The trick of building underground is 


simple. One excavates and builds a box. 
Inside the box he builds his structure. There 
is enough air space between the box and 
the building to assure dryness and ventila- 
tion. Wind and weather cannot take toll of 
such a structure. Disagreeable or distract- 
ing noise, such as caused by airplanes, 
traffic, street repair and the like, is elim- 
inated. 


Cost of construction is saved because 


there are no dressed up exteriors, and plan- 
ning can ramble every which way because 
the architects do not have to consider ex- 
terior beauty. Maintenance expense is con- 
siderably reduced. 


And how do people like living under- 


ground? After an experience most of them 
would not live anywhere else. 


There arc other advantages. Roofs can 


he converted into paved surface areas, or 
huncd deep enough underground that agri- 
culture can go on overhead without re- 
straint. 


WASHINGTON - The Re- 


publicans appear, as a result 
of two years spent wander- 
ing in the Goldwater wilder- 
ness, to have learned one 
important lesson—restraint. 


With the decisions in the 


Vietnamese war on a knife 
edge of uncertainty by past 
performance they would at 
this p o i n t be calling for 
bombing everywhere a n d 
anywhere to bring quick vic- 
tory. As recently as Decem- 
ber the victory-by-bombing 
theme was the battle cry of 
many Republicans. 
Today 


with remarkable unanimity 
they are saying that military 
decisions must be left to the 
administration w li i 1 e the 
President's peace offensive 
has a chance of succeeding. 


Partly this comes out of a 


realization 
of a deep and 


growing unease among most 
Americans o v e r the future 
course of the war.

leaders talk privately they 
arc frank in saying that they 
believe the trend of events 
is bound to be in their favor. 
By opposing new taxes and 
p a y i n g for the rapidly 
mounting cost of the war 
through saving on domestic 
programs H o u s e Minority 
leader Gerald Ford Is likely 
to appeal to a majority of

strength. Weighing the effect 
of Republican clamor for in- 
creased m i l i t a r y action, 
shrewd opposition strategists 
understood that a call for 
such action could put part of 
the responsibility on them 
for a larger war.

Who was the discoverer of 


North America? The most 
common answer would be 
Christopher Columbus. That 
would be wrong. The next 
most popular answer might 
possibly 
be Lelf • Ericsori. 


That may or may not be 
vTong. Nobody knows for 
sure.'The first European to 
reach the shores of the conti- 
nent itself-was John Cabot, 
the discoverer of the main- 
land. 


Cabot was Italian, having 


been born at Genoa in about 
the year 1450. In 1490 he went 
to England to live, settling 
at Bristol, where he became 
a merchant. 


He was in Bristol when the 


news spread around Europe 
that Columbus had sailed 
west for the king and queen 
1 of Spain and had found In- 


dia. Cabot donbted this. He 
felt that the world b e i n g 
round, Columbus merely bad 
come upon some Islands off 
the coast of Asia. 


He felt that if he set sail 


h i m s e l f , bearing farther 
north 
than Columbus, he 


could reach the mainland 
of Asia or at least the won- 
derfully rich land of Cipango, 
a nation that turned out to 
be the Japan we know. 


Cabot went to London to 


talk to the king, Henry VII, 
grandfather of Elizabeth I. 
He argued that if the king 
would help him, as Queen 
Isabella had helped Colum- 
bus, he would sail due west 
from Bristol and find the 
eastern shore of Asia. 


Although Henry Tudor was 


a stingy man and stingy king, 
he gave Cabot a charter en- 
abling him to raise money 
for a ship and its equipment. 
For the charter the king 


was to get half of everything 
profitable 
discovered, and 


any new land? found were 
to be claimed in behalf of the 
British crown. This is prob- 
ably the chief reason we 
speak English today. 


* * 
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In 1497 Cabot set sail from 


Bristol in two small ships 
and 
landed a 
couple of 


months later in China, as he 
thought It is not known 
where this first landing was 
made. It might have been 
Newfoundland. It may havs 
been Labrador. In any case, 
this first voyage was the dis- 
covery of the continent. As 
a reward for the discovery of 
North America, Cabot got $50 
from the king, but he grew to 
be quite well off from the 


fishing 
off 
Newfoundland. 


That rapidly became an im- 
portant industry and remains 
so to this day. 


Cabot still felt he could find' 


Asia by following the conti- 
nental coast, and he and his 
son, Sebastian, made a sec- 
ond voyage in 1497. He found 
the first Eskimos ever seen 
by white men settled in tem- 
porary villages on the ice 
near the opening into Hud- 
son's Bay, which had not yet 
been named or discovered. 
He continued south and is 
believed to have sailed all 
along the coast of what is 
now the United States, per- 
haps as far south as Florida. 


After Cabot's death in 149S, 


Sebastian Cabot explored the 
coast of South America.

NASON ON EDUCATION 


Schools Need Local And Outside Help 


Complete local control of 


schools cannot be expected to 
produce the best results. 


For example, an econom- 


ically poor community, which 
has had to be satisfied for 
years with inferior schools, 
can scarcely envision the ex- 
panded educational programs 
needed to produce drastic 
changes. The responsibility 
for suggesting effective pro- 
grams rests with larger po- 
litical divisions, such as the 
states. 


On the other hand pro- 


grams brought into a com- 
munity from the outside in a 
complete package often fail 
to meet the specific needs of 
the community and may even 
meet with resistance. For, 
even though a community 
needs help in solving its prob- 
lems, it must take a major 
part in the program. 


-A. 
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True, the money for build- 


ings, for teachers, nurses 
and all of the necessary per- 
sonnel to establish a w e l l - 
rounded effort must c o jn c 
from outside t h e immedi- 
ate district itself. But the 
program requires the sup- 
port not only of parents but 


of the business community 
and all of those groups or- 
ganized for social welfare. 


Congress, through Title III 


of the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Act of 1965, h a s 
opened enormous opportuni- 
ties to local communities to 
upgrade their schools. 


School 
officials 
are 
in- 


structed by the act to enlist 
the appropriate talents of the 
lay community in formulat- 
ing and operating their pro- 
grams. Thus, citizens at the 
community level are not sim- 
ply invited to participate; 
their involvement is an es- 
sential condition for the ap- 


proval of all grant applica- 
tions. 
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Such a program organized 


within a community has a 
snowball effect. In the City of 
Long Beach, Calif., c i v i c 
groups organized for t h e 
purpose surveyed the needs 
of the various sections of the 
city. Through the l o c a l 
schools, a program was de- 
vised which includes addition- 
al temporary classrooms and 
teachers in areas where chil- 
dren need compensatory edu- 
cation. 


It also provides for teach- 


er assistants and additional 
clerical help where neces- 
sary. 


An outgrowth of this city- 


wide interest has been the 
f o r m a t i o n of localized 
citizens' committees for the 
improvement of living con- 
ditions 
in 
previously 
ne- 


glected and rundown areas. 


Residents of these areas 
a r e banding together to 
clean up, fix up, repair and 
paint. They are forming their 
own mutual aid groups. 


Thus, the principle of citi- 


zen involvement at the local 
level is proving its value.

West led a heart — which 


was reasonable enough., — 
and declarer took the trick 
in dummy with the queen. 
Conscious of a serious defici- 
ency, in diamonds, and hop- 
ing to muddle the situation 
as much as he could, South 
led the ten of diamonds at 
-trick two. East followed low 
and South "finessed" the ten, 
losing to the jack.. 


West had no idea that 


South was executing a psy- 
chological coup in diamonds, 
and, quite understandably, 
did not continue the s u i t 
"Instead, he played a low 


heart, the nine forcing the 
ace. 


Declarer now led a spade

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INCOME TAX: 


Changes Few 
In Tax Forms 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: It's In- 


come tax time again, and 
one of the most important 
filings to keep In mind is to 
use the correct tax table. 
This article, the first of five, 
discusses tables -nd otbcr 
matters.)

Filling out an income tax 


form this year should be easy 
in comparison to some p a s t 
years. 
There are very few impor 


tant changes, but Form 1040 
has been given a face-lifting. 
In other words the degree of 
complexity — and frustration 
— should run no higher than 
normal. 


Sometimes a simple change 


can trip up an unwary taxpay- 
er. Make sure you use the tax 
tables or the tax schedules 
which apply to 1965 income. 
The income tax rates were 
lowered for 1064 and the same 
law provided for another rate 
reduction to lake effect in 
19S5. 


The changes caused consid- 


erable confusion last year for 
persons who used the tax ta- 
bles (you may use the tax ta- 
bles if your income was less 
than $5,000 and if you do not 
itemize personal deductions). 
At one point, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service reported that 
nearly 1 out of every 11 tax- 
payers using the tables made 
an error. 


Wrong Table 


Many persons simply used 


the wrong table. And, two out 
of three of the errors were in 
favor of the government. 


The main source of this con- 


fusion has been eliminated 
this year: the number of ta- 
bles has been reduced f r o m 
five to three. 


You won't find a place on 


Form 1040 to deduct the divi- 
dend credit. This credit was 
reduced from four to two per 
cent In 19C4 and eliminated on 


1965 Income. However, you 
may still exclude from your 
Income the first $100 of divi- 
dends received from U.S. cor- 
porations ($200 on a joint re- 
turn If both husband and wife 
each receive over $100 In div- 
idends). 


As in the past, the IRS has 


mailed out millions of forms 
and instruction sheets and 
they are also available at any 
IRS office. For additional in- 
formation, the government's 
booklet, "Your Federal In- 
come Tax," can be purchased 
for 50 cents and you can get 
personal help by telephoning 
or visiting an IRS office. 


File Early 


And, of course, every tax- 


payer should file early if he 
expects to get his refund back 
quickly. Remember, the line 
is 40 million persons long — 
about two out of every three 
returns calls for a refund and 
many of them get caught in 
the crush a short time before 
the April 15 filing deadline. 


Taxpayers sometimes cause 


themselves unnecessary pa- 
perwork and delay by carc- 
essness: Make certain the 
name or names and Social 
Security number or numbers 
are accurate (the new data 
processing machines k e e p 
rack of returns by the num- 
)crs): don't forget to attach 
the necessary W-2 form pro- 
vided by your employer; and 
don't forget to sign the form 
both husband and wife must 
ilgn a joint return even if only 
one has income). 


Before preparing your re- 


turn, -learn the difference be- 
tween exemptions, deductions, 
credits and adjustments. You 
m a y cheat yourself if you 
don't" know the three methods 
of computing personal deduc- 
tions: the standard deduction, 
the minimum standard deduc- 
tion and itemized deductions. 


These terms will be dis- 


cussed in following articles.

Morocco Refuses To Act; 
French Recall Ambassador 


Paris (A — France recalled 


Its ambassador to Morocco 
Sunday night after the Moroc- 
can government refused to 
act against three offficials 
accused of complicity in the 
kidnaping of Mehdi Ben Bar- 
ka, a Moroccan opposition 
leader. 


In Rabat, King Hassan II 


declared France's conduct In 
the affair a maneuver "de- 
signed to besmirch Morocco's 
honor." Moroccan officials 
said Prince Monlay All, Mo- 
rocco's ambassador In Paris, 
would be recalled immediate- 
ly.France's note recalling its 
ambassador, Robert Gillet, 
said an investigation In Par- 
is "makes it appear that the 
Moroccan minister of the in- 
terior organized the kidnap- 
ing of Ben Barka and that the 
Moroccan minister of the in- 
terior and several of his di- 
rect collaborators participated 
personally in the last phases 
of the operation." 


Note 


Gillet delivered the n o t e 


Sunday afternoon and is ex- 
pected to leave for P a r i s 
Monday. 


Ben Barka was picked up 


by two French policemen on 
a Paris street Oct. 29. The 
policemen, now under arrest, 
said he was taken to a su- 
burban villa. Ben Barka has 
not been seen since and French 
police expressed the belief he 
xas slain. 


France has issued interna- 


tional arrest warrants against 
Gen. Mohammed Oufkir, Mo- 
roccan interior minister; Ah- 
med Dlimi, director of t h e 
Morocan internal security 
service, and Lardi Chtouki, 
chief of the Moroccan secret 
service. 


Oufkir has 
acknowledged 


he was in Paris at the time 
of the kidnaping but has re- 
fused French requests to re- 
turn to France to aid in the 
investigation. 


' No Reproach 


K i n g Hassan, at a cere- 


mony in Rabat Marking the 
end of the Moslem month of 
Ramadan, shook hands with 
Oufkir and Dlimi and t o l d 
ranking officers of the police 
and security services, "We 
will not reply to those provo- 
cations and rumors. We will 
not be turned from our path 
by political maneuvers. We 


have nothing to reproach our- 
selves for." 


As a gesture of protest, 


high ranking Moroccan offi- 
cers decided to return deco- 
rations they won from France 
while serving with the French 
Army before their north Af- 
rican country became inde- 
pendent. 


A u t h o r i t a t i v e 
Mo- 


roccan sources said Morocco 
regards the French action on 
the kidnaping as a pretext for 
a series of hostile measures 
to show France's disapprov- 
al of growing American Influ- 
ence In Morocco. They said 
French diplomats were par- 
ticularly bitter when Ameri- 
can light tanks and airplanes 
appeared In a Moroccan mil- 
itary, demonstration last No- 
vember for the first time.

Censored 


The Moroccan government, 


fearing the Ben Barka affair 
may stir up leftist labor 
movements and students, has 
banned the sale of foreign 
newspapers and has carefully 
censored all accounts of t h e 
kidnaping in Moroccan pa- 
pers. 


Hassan said the charges 


against the Moroccan officials 
were "provocations and ru- 
mors" and his government 
would not comply with the ar- 
rest warrants under any cir- 
cumstances. 


Because of the political na- 


ture of the kidnaping, 
the 


warrants could not be circu- 
lated by the International Po- 
lice Organization 
(Interpol). 


Instead, t h e y were sent 
through diplomatic channels 
but no official communication 
of the warrants was sent to 
Morocco. A French-Moroccan 
agreement bans either coun- 
try from extraditing Its citi- 
zens to the other. 


The French Foreign Office 


said a number of diplomatic 
contacts had been made since 
early November with the Mo- 
roccan government to press 
action against the three men.

Lai Nanda, 68, who served as 
acting prime minister twice 
after the deaths of Nehru and 
Shastri, and a man known for 
his stern clampdowns on com- 
munist agitators.

Singh, 61, a Sikh first put in 
charge of foreign relations by 
Shastri and an advocate of 
greater 
efforts 
to improve 


India's relations with neigh- 
b o r i n g countries. He sup- 
ported Shastri's Tashkent de- 
claration of peace with Pakis- 
tan.

—Defense—Y. R. Chavan, 


52, a powerful Bombay poli- 
tician who gained great pres- 
tige for his conduct of t h e 
September War against Pakis- 
tan and who was a candidate 
to succeed Shastri until Mrs.

—Railways—S. K. Patil, 66,

Transit Strike Settlement 
Clash Termed Confusing 


Rukeyser

The bitter clash between 
resident Johnson, aided by 


Secretary Wirtz, versus Re- 
publican Mayor John V. Lind- 
say of New York over the fact 
that the re- 
cent 
transit 


strike settle- 
ment exceeds 
he adminis- 
: r a t i o n's 
guidelines for 
;conomic sta- 
3 i 1 i z a- 
tion must in- 
deed be con- 
fusing to the 
man on the 
street. 


Obviously a rise in New York 


transit labor costs estimated 
around 15% greatly exceeds 
the 3.2% increase recom- 
mended by the guidelines of 
Ihe President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. 


The whole debate, however, 


represents something of a 
flight from reality and recalls 
the acrimony of mediaeval 
scholars as to how many an- 
gels could dance on the point 
of a needle. 


The matter of the concept 


behind the guidelines is not 
a partisan issue. The guide- 
lines were developed during 
the Republican administration 
of former President Eisen- 
hower, and were continued un- 
der Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson. They resemble sim- 
ilar efforts in Great Britain, 
France and other countries 
to hold down a price-wage 
spiral. 


Guidelines 


Even among those in indus- 


try who are aware of the un- 
scientific character 
of the 


guidelines, there is a lendencj 
to recognize their usefulness 
as a curb on utter irrespon- 
sibility and recklessness in 
cost raising. 


Accordingly, there is some 


sentiment among employers 
for continuing them e v e n 
though they arc a departure 
from the open market ceo 
nomlc philosophy. 


The magic number of 3.2Co 


for increase is subject to 
change. It is based on a the 
prctical estimate of annua 
improvement in productivity 
or output of goods per man 
hour and is computed by a 
five year moving average 
which technically tends to 
slow down increases. Accord 
ingly, there is some agitation 
at this time for lifting the 
guidelines from 3.2% to 3.4% 
or possibly 3.5%. 


Ill-Timed 


But this demand for inflating 


the guidelines is a bit ill timed 
in light of the estimate that 
productivity actually fell in 
1965 from the five-year aver- 
age of 3.2% to below 3%. This 
decline in the rate of improve- 
ment is ascribed to the cur- 
rent need to go to the bottom 
of tlie barrel of labor supply, 
with unemployment decreas- 
ing and with a shortage of 
some types of skilled workers. 
In addition, there arc psycho 
logical factors which 
may 


tend to slow down productiv- 
ity in a boom period. 


One knowledgeable man- 


agement spokesman estimates 
that new federal benefits in 
1965 added 1% to total labor 
costs, and hence thinks the 
guidelines should be droppec 
to 2%. 


Except for putting a damp- 


ener on raising costs, t h e 
extra-legal guideline policy is 
shot through with fallacy. At 
best, the actual increase in 
productivity should be the 
ceiling on raising total labor 
costs without increasing the 
cost per item. 


It is sheer misconception to 


assume that the muscle of the 


mman worker changes from 
year to >enr and causes the 
greater output. On the con* 
rary, the big variable Is ad- 
ditional capital, such as more 
efficient power-driven labor- 
aiding tools of production. 


In addition the success of 


the American economic sys- 
cm through the years has 
been dependent on the judg- 
ment of management in allo- 
cating part of the benefits to 
a third party, namely, the cus- 
omer. 


Benefits 


Thus, whatever the produc- 


ivity improvement may be 
rom year to year, manage- 
ment should allocate the fruits 
among employes, customers 
and investors. It would de- 
stroy the incentive for growth 
f labor captured 100% of the 
jcnefits of increased produc- 
tivity. 


It is difficult to measure pro- 


ductivity, and in the service 
trades, such as transit, It is 
doubly complex. Furthermore, 
not all industries actually go 
forward at the same tempo, 
and not all competitors in a 
given industry move at one 
pace. 


Politically, the whole appar- 


atus for economic stabiliza- 
tion is often used as a smoke- 
screen to hide depredations 
in fiscal and monetary pol- 
icy of government. 


If indeed New York City ex- 


ceeded the guidelines by a 
vast amount, the municipal 
authorities were subject to 
ransom by Mike Quill and his 
union 
associates, 
who ex- 


ploited their nuisance value 
created by bad law and timid 
politics. The ransom would 
have been lower and some- 
what nearer the guidelines if 
the local and state authorities 
had p r o v i d e d emergency 
transportation for t h e ha- 
rassed public during the work 
stoppage.

"Everybody has been real

The Volunteers in Service 


to America (VISTA), the fed- 
eral agency which had as- 


signed the girls to the reser-

MAYOR YORTY HITS WATTS RIOT REPORT 


Los Angeles W» — "It's a 


political document, a political 
attack upon me ..." 


That was Mayor Samuel W. 


Yorty's reply Sunday to a 
California advisory commit- 
tee's report accusing him and 
Police Chief William H. Par- 
ker of "gross negligence" in 
advance of last August's Ne- 
gro riots In Watts. 


The riots left 34 persons 


dead and property damage of 
$40 million. 
The 
California 
Advisory 


Committee to the U.S. Com- 
mission on Civil Rights said 
Saturday: "The absence of 


constructive steps to avert a 
riot, and the lack of prepara- 
tion for dealing with one when 
it occurred, constituted acts 
of gross negligence on the 
part of local officials, includ- 
ing Mayor Yorty and Chief of 
Police Parker." 


Yorty replied Sunday: "It's 


a political attack upon me in 
an attempt to use the police 
department as a scapegoat 
and repeat the completely 
false charge that the police 
department caused the riot- 
ing. 


"It is a charge completely 


discredited by the McCone 


commission, which was a 
great disappointment to this 
so - called advisory commit- 
tee." 


A governor's commission 


headed by John A. McCone, 
former chief of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
studied causes of the riots and 
l a s t month recommended 
steps in education, employ- 
ment and housing to prevent 
a recurrence. 


The advisory 
committee 


called the McCone commis- 
sion's report "a bitter disap- 
pointment" that "prescribes 


asprin where surgery is re- 
quired." 


"I think they're afraid I'm 


going to run for governor, so 
this Is just a political attack," 
the peppery mayor told a 
newsman. He has promised 
to announce in February 
whether he will seek the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for gover- 
nor at the June primary. 


The farthest point in t h e 


Republic of Lebanon can be 
reached by car within two 
and a half hours from Beirut, 
the capital. 


The t r i b a l council had 
charged that the girls dis- 
rupted tribal life and refused 
to cooperate with local pro- 
grams.

She said 
they hoped to have study hours 
and tutoring at well as recrea- 
tion programs for elementary 
school children, supervised by 
high school students.
